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Bronchopneumonia 
Is Still 
Dangerous Despite New Drugs

The smaller breathing passages 
leading to the lungs are called 
bronchi. 
As they pass down to­ 
ward the lung tissue itself, they 
divide and become smaller and 
smaller. 
Germs can easily attack 
the lining of these tubes and cause 
inflammation. 
When the smaller 
bronchi become infected, the lung 
tissue surrounding them is also 
lik ely to be involved and in such 
cases bronchopneumonia is said to| 
be present.

bronchopneumonia. 
I r r i t a t i n g 
gases or other substances breathed I 
in many also produce an inflamed 
condition of the bronchi and sur­ 
rounding lung tissue. The dividing 
line between bronchitis (w'hich is

proper, is not sharp, and simple 
bronchitis can easily lead to pneu­ 
monia.

The story of Ru ssia, d iscu ssed 
I in the topic, “Economic Freed om,” 1 
| which was of k een interest to 
| members, 
gu ests, 
and 
v isitors, 
i was told to them by Samu el D. 
i Rosen in an enlightening manner 
! at a Knife and Fork d inner meet­ 
ing, in the Ambassad or Room of 
; the Bothwell hotel, Mond ay night. 
Mr. 
Rosen 
frank ly 
told 
his 
au d ience that in his opinion, in 
ad v ance, there isn't going to be a 
war between the United States 
and Ru ssia. He compared Ru ssia 
with a d eck of card s—they wou ld 
tu mble in a d ay . Ru ssia is simply 
talk ing abou t 
it—they 
are not 
read y , becau se they d o not hav e 
the facilities lor war, the speak er 
asserted . 
The 
speak er 
related 
history 
ev ents occu rring in the past, after 
he told his au d ience ^w e were not 
learning any thing from history — 
strange as it may sou nd .” He said , 
“we hav e no ‘hind sight,’ which is 
something essential to ou r su r­ 
v iv al.” 
“The hu man species can only be 
k ept d own to lev el of su stenances 
by the constant operation of the 
strong law of necessity , work ing 
as a check of 
greater 
power”. 
That was the speak er's formu la 
mentioned , following a brief d is­ 
cu ssion on popu lation problems. 
Po pulatio n Do ubled 
“The 
globe 
has 
d ou bled 
in 
popu lation in the past 6 0 or 70 
y ears, and it will d ou ble again in 
the nex t 7 0 y ears. Back of the 
whole thing, I say the world is 
u nd er nou rished . Eighty per cent 
of 
the 
world 
hav en’t 
enou gh 
to eat, and that Is probably why 
we hav e so mu ch trou ble in the 
world tod ay . Only sev en nations 
in the world are self su fficient; 
American is nu mber one—Norway 
is sev enth, and Ru ssia is not in­ 
clu d ed ,” he said . 
Mr. Rosen said , “there is not 
enou gh su stenance to su stain a 
growing 
popu lation—there 
isn't 
enou gh to go arou nd in the world . 
We need a balance between ex ­ 
istence and su stenance to elimin­ 
ate war, plagu e, d epressions, etc.” 
“One of the greatest trou bles in 
the world is, people are enjoy ing 
priv ileges, and not getting any 
responsibilities. In America it is 
freed om of 
mov ement—bu t the 
time is coming when y ou will 
hav e to ask y ou rself, d o we carry 
any responsibilities? I wou ld be 
negligent to my work if I wou ld 
not tou ch u pon it,” the speak er 
said . 
Co nscio us Of Po wer 
“Ou r id eology is that we are 
calm, consciou s of ou r power and 
that's the reason why we're bal­ 
anced . What abou t the Ru ssian 
id eology —Ru ssia is boisterou s be­ 
cau se she is powerless. Thirteen 
men pick ed by Stalin ru n Ru ssia. 
Bolshenism is from the Ru ssian 
word , “Bolshinstv o,” meaning m a­ 
jority —it 
only 
applies 
where 
there is a two party sy stem, bu t 
in Ru ssia there is only one party 
—its only a misnomer.” 
Describing the 
head man 
of 
Ru ssia. Iosif Vissaria Nov ich Dju - 
gash Villi (Joseph 
Stalin), 
the 
speak er said he rose practically 
from nowhere. He came from a 
little mou ntain v illage of abou t 
40 hou ses. His father was a v ill­ 
age shoe mak er. 
The speak er said , “once a re­ 
porter ask ed Stalin's mother, when 
she came to v isit him—What d o 
y ou think of y ou r only son who 
is now occu py ing the place of 
Peter the Great? She replied , “If 
he were not 
a nau ghty boy , he 
wou ld be a bishop tod ay .” 
What 
is 
Commu nism? 
The 
speak er said , “One simple for­ 
mu la tells the story —from each 
accord ing to his ability from each 
accord ing to his need s. That is 
common, pu re and 
simple, 
bu t 
Ru sia abolished it in 1936 when 
she changed one word in the for­ 
mu la, and that was—each accord ­ 
ing to his work , which changed 
the whole pictu re in Ru ssia.” 
Why is there an Iron Cu rtain 
in 
Ru ssia 
tod ay ? 
the 
speak er 
ask ed . “If the sy stem in Ru ssia 
was su ccessfu l, she wou ld open 
the gates, bu t the sy stem d oes not 
fu nction. The story of Ru ssia is 
that fear is penetrating the whole 
line of people — there is no free 
d om of mov ement in Ru ssia. ’ 
Ju st before a 
tu rk ey 
d inner 
serv ed at 6 :30 o'clock , the Rev . 
H. U. Campbell gav e the inv oca­ 
tion. After d inner, the meeting 
was tu rned ov er to the Rev . Fr. 
A. J. Bru nswick , presid ent, who
